LONDON, April 11 (AP).—Cov- 
entry and Birmingham were at- 
tacked by German bombers last 
night in raids which the British 
Government acknowledged had 
caused considerable damage and 
probably heavy casualties. 

It was the second raid on Birm- 
ingham, big Midlands industrial 
center, in as many nights. Cov- 
entry, still recovering from 2&8 
devastating raid last Nov. 14, was 
bombed heavily Tuesday night. 

Damage at Birmingham included 
explosive or fire bomb hits on a 
movie theater and three air raid 
warden posts. A number of per- 
gons were believed to have been 
trapped in the ruins of buildings. 

The number of dead and injured 
in Coventry still was unknown at 
midday today, but several shelters 
received direct hits and numerous 
persons were trapped. 

Following the usual blitz pat- 
tern, the Nazis dropped hundreds 
of incendiary bombs which caused 
numerous fires. Most of these 
were brought under control, how- 
ever, in a few hours. 

Among the places. destroyed or 
set afire were the police station, 
postoffice and an institution. 

The British reported their night 
fighters had destroyed nine of the 
Nazi raiders, which also kept Lon- 
don under an alert for five hours 
and struck at the south coast. 

An additfonal raider was said to 
have been shot down by anti- 
aircraft fire. 

There were no immediate re- 
ports of heavy damage in Lon- 
don, where.the attack was the sec- 
ond in *last 20 days during 
which bombs fell. The all-clear 
sounded near dawn, after anti- 
aircraft batteries had thrown up 
a heavy barrage for several hours.

BRITISH FIGHTERS DOWN 
9 PLANES IN NIGHT BUT 
LOSS RATIO IS INDECISIVE

in these regions, the Athens radio 
asserted, are “giving a unique ex- 
' ample of heroism and abnegation.” 


A Greek Government spokesman 
said the forces which sacrificed 
themselves in Macedonia and 
Thrace were “very few” in num- 
ber, and added that the “bulk of 


our forces is elsewhere, fighting 
the Italian

(The British radio said Fort 


Rupel, in the Struma valley of 

Greece just across the Bulgarian 

frontier, still was holding out de- 

spite violent attacks which cost 
the Germans many dead.) 


German planes again dropped 


magnetic mines in Piraeus harbor 
yesterday, the Greeks said, and 


they moved in to attack. 
Although satisfactory, con- 
sidering the relative impo- 
tency of night fighters six 
months ago, the present rate 
of enemy losses is not in the 
least decisive. It has been es- 
timated that if 5 per cent were 
shot down over England in any 
one night, those losses, to- 
gether with those sustained by 
the Germans in landing at 
home airdromes, might force 
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some of the mines exploded in the 
city, causing casualties and dam- 
age. Five deaths were caused 
when planes bombed Kozane, 40 
miles south of the Yugoslav bor- 
der, the Greeks reported. Parts 
of a destroyed German plané were 
found in Piraeus, 

(German news dispatches said 
Nazi planes bombed the Greek 
harbor of Salamis; across the bay 
from Piraeus, setting fire to pe- 
troleum stores and dropping bombs 
on six merchant vessels of a to- 
tal of 37,000 tons, one of which, 
a 3000-tonner, was left in a sink- 
ing condition.) 


ITALIANS REPORT 
GAIN IN YUGOSLAVIA 


ROME, April 11 (AP).—Italian 
forces driving into the extreme 


northwestern tip of Yugoslavia 
were reported by the Fascist high 
command to,have occupied Longa- 
tico and to have continued their 
advance down the Sava Valley to- 
ward Ljubljana. 

Another column, it was said, con- 
tinued the penetration of Yugo- 
Slavia from Eastern Albania. 

Italian warplanes were reported 


to have bombed dock facilities and’ 


munitions dumps at the Yugoslav 
naval base of Sibenik on the Adri- 
atic, seaplane bases at Divulje and 
Slosella, and defense positions at 
Ragusa. | 

Italy meanwhile began planning 
what part of Yugoslavia it would 
claim, including long-wanted Dal- 
matia, along the Adriatic coast, 
and the Kosovo region of Serbia. 
A message, purportedly from Al- 
banians to Premier Mussolini, ask- 
ing for “libération”’ of the latter 
area was made public. 

German planes, the Italian com- 
munique declared, blasted the har- 
bor of Piraeus, Port of Athens. 

On the Greek front, the com- 
munique said, there were no 
ground operations worthy of note, 
but: Fascist planes were said to 


have attacked Greek railway lines 


and destroyed a mountain bridge 
in the Peloponessus. -

An army report said Magyar 
had crossed the Trianon 
frontier between the Danube and 
Tisa rivérs, as well as in the tri- 
angle in.» Bafanya between the 
Danube and Drava. rivers. 

‘The Hungarian hation was in- 
formed of this step, taken yester- 
day, with publication in morning 
papers today of a proclamation of 
Regent Admiral Nicholas Horthy. 

“Territoriés Stolen From Us.” 

The proclamation said formation 
of an independent Croatfan, state 
in the north left Yugoslavia “dis- 
solved into several parts.” ‘This 
act left Hungafy the “duty to take 
again in our own hands the care 
for Hungarians living in the terri- 
tories stolen from us,” it said. 

Under the treaty of Trianon 
in 1920 Hungary lost perhaps 500,- 
000 of its Magyar population to 
Yugoslavia in the Banat, Baranya 
and Medjumurje regions. Rumania 
also acquired a portion of the Ba- 
nat district. Altogether the treaty 
transferred to neighbors 192,000 
square miles of Hungary’s 283,000 
square-mile area, 

Hungary lost Transylvania to 
Rumania, Slovakia and Carpatho- 
Ruthenia to._Czecho-Slovakia (since 
mostly recovered); Croatia and 
Slavonia to Yugoslavia. The ter- 
ritory lost to Yugoslavia was 24,- 
6538 square miles with a population 
of about 4,150,000. Of this, the new 
Croat state Glaims 16,425 square 
miles and 2,621,000 population, 

“No Conflict With Serbs.” 

“This was a national duty which 
we had to fulfill without delay,” 
Horthy’s proclamation continued, 
“therefore I gave today (Thurs- 
day) the order to my soldiers to 
defend Hungarians living in the 
Southern territories from the de- 
vastation of anarchy. 

“The action of my soldiers was 
not directed against the Serb peo- 
ple. We have no conflict with 
them and wish to live in peace 
with them.” 

Admiral Horthy congratulated 
the Croat peoples on formation of 
their independtnt nation and as- 
serted Hungary “will respect it for 
all time. 

“We have lived together with the 
Croats for a thousand years,” his 
proclamation said. “Through bad 
times and good we have always re- 
spected and helped each other and 
we wish the noble nation of Croats 
to find a new independent state of 
prosperity: and happiness.”

Close to $3,000,000 for the expan- 
sion of Scott Field is provided in 
the War Department’s fifth sup- 
plemental appropriation bill which 
was signed by President Roose- 
velt several days ago. The money 
will go for new barracks, school 
buildings, mess halls and recrea- 
tion facilities, it was, said at 
Schaefer’s office. 

A spokesman at the War De- 
partment confirmed the expansion 
program for Scott Field but sug- 
gested that discussion of the pro- 
gram be considered with reserva- 
tions since the staff of the Army 
Air Corps had not yet passed def-

financed entirely from public 
school funds. 

Pending bills for teachers’ pen- 
sions in the three larger cities 
provide for approximately even di- 

vision between the teachers and 
the school districts tm contribu- 
tions to the pension fund ‘and 
would not be a heavy demand on 
the city school funds. 

A comparatively inconsequential 
amount is. received by the cities 
from the State school fund, which 
goes largely to the rural and small 
town schools. Creation of pension 
funds in the cities would be a tax 
both on teachers’ salaries and on 
local school revenues. 

There has developed a movement 
among teachers outside the cities 
for pensions to be paid altogether 
by the local school districts and 
without any contributions by the 
teachers. These local district 
funds are largely derived from al- 
lotments from the State school 
fund. 

-So far no bill for a Statewide 
pension system has been Antro- 
duced in the Legislature, and if 
such a bill has been prepared no 
publicity has been given it. How- 
ever, it is known that the proposal 
has been discussed by leaders in 
the State Teachers’ Association, 
and some Senators have expressed 
the fear that if the city bills 
should receive favorable action 
the State-wide bill would be intro- 
duced. ' 

They say privately that they 
would be in no position to resist 
the powerful teachers’ lobby if they 
had already voted pensions for the 
city teachers, regardiess of the fact 
that the city teachers would be 
contributing at least half of their 
pension funds.

One 
of the bullets ricocheted from the 
ground, the policeman asserted, 
and struck the boy in the middle 
of the back, passing through the 
abdomen and emerging from the 
left side of the chest. 

The policeman’s account was cor- 
roborated by Leo Schweppenstede, 
real estate firm employe, 9234 Vel- 
ma avenue, Berkeley, who’ testi- 
fied he was standing near the al- 
ley, heard the officer’s command to 
halt and saw the boy continue to 
run. Schweppenstede and Frazier 
were the only inquest witnesses,

Figures on Wage Losses. 
The figures tell the story. When 


the strike began at the Rouge pliant, 
the payroll there, for 85,000 work- 


Jers, was $3,200,000 for a five-day 


week, or $640,000 a day. These 
figures for the Rouge factory rep- 
resent the major part, but not all, 
of the loss of workers’ wages. 

The closing of the Highland 
Park and. Lincoln plants as a re- 
sult of the work stoppage at Rouge 
added around 4500 to the list of 
idle, and as Ford supply and 
branch plants, both in the Detroit 
area and elsewhere, shut down be- 
cause of inability to function with- 
out Rouge, the number of Ford

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UPERIORITY in weapons, careful planning and incredible bold- 
ness in execution, coupled with thorough ground-air co-ordination, 
have again been the ingredients of a German victory. 


It is difficult to agree with the viewpoint presented in some London 


dispatches that the fall of Salonika is of little real consequence. 


That 


position could be maintained only on the theory that the defense of 
the Greek peninsula was all that really mattered. 


Once Yugoslavia becomes in- 
volved, Salonika becomes of the 
greatest importance in maintain- 
ing Yugoslav supply lines; and in 


German hands, with the railways 
open, it will become an air and 
submarine base which will en- 
able the Nazis to do a great deal 
of damage in Greece and the 
Aegean area generally. 

Moreover, the swift capture of 
Salonika cuts off a Greek army 
which was really holding up a 
German advance, and the loss of 
these seasoned troops is of no 
small importance both from the 
intrinsic military viewpoint and 
also as to its effect on Greek mo- 
rale. Finally, it makes dny Greek- 
Turkish co-operation impossible. 
Main Drive From Bulgaria. 

The Germans, as expected, de- 
veloped their main attack from 
Bulgaria. They pushed down the 
Struma, were engaged and held 
by the Greeks, who have evolved 
from experience a tactical plan for 
dealing with mechanized forces in 
mountain terrain. But the Germans 
also launched an attack from Kyu- 
stendil, supplied by a branch rail- 
way from Sofia, down the Kriva 
River valley toward the Yugoslav 
center of Skoplje, at the head of 
the vitally important Vardar val- 
ley. Between these two main 
drives, they sent westward two 
smaller columns, with light aré 
mored equipment, which crossed 
the mountain wall of the Vardar 
(1) at the Juma Pass, and (2) up 
the valley of the Strumica, a trib- 
utary of the Struma. 

The Yugoslavs appear to have 
weakened their forces in the ex- 
treme southeast to hurry to the 


defense of Skolpje, just as Thay 
did in the Second Balkan War 
when the Bulgarians attacked 
from Kyustendil. By so doing, they 
enabled the German force coming 
up the Strumica to break through, 
turn south past Lake Doiran and 
advance on Salonika. The col- 
umn moving by the Juma Pass 
likewise turned south down the 
main Vardar Valley toward Sa- 
lonika. By these moves the Greeks 
defending the Struma line were 
on off and practically surround- 


Aim to Save Italians. 

Meanwhile Skolpje was taken, 
or by-passed, and the Nazis pressed 
en westward into the mountains 
with almost incredible speed in an 
endeavor to make connections with 
the Italians in Albania. Their 
great anxiety must have been that 
the Italians would be pinched be- 
tween the Greeks on the south and 
the Yugoslav attack. Were this 
to happen, a solid Greek-Yugoslav 
front might have been formed in 
the mountains west of the Vardar, 
and a great Italian disaster would 
tend to offset, in the field of pres- 
tige at any rate, the frill of Sa- 
lonika. 

The Germans seem to have been 
using comparatively small forces, 
and to have been operating on 
very tenuous communications. In 
this country they could not hope

curity appropriations bill has finally been introduced 
in the lower house at Jefferson City. It authorizes 
an expenditure of $55,822,625 during the biennium. 

This ts $21,204,629 less than was requested by the 
Social Security Cémmission, It is $9,805,000 less 
than was recommended by Gov. Stark, and it is $19) 
177,875 less than the estimated need published by 
the Missouri Social Planning Council in its “Stones 
for Bread” report. ’ 

In other words, it is inadequate. 

As might. have been expected, it provides more 
money for the old-age pensionera—$1,500,000 mofe. 

Also, as might have been expected, the bill sharply 
cuts the money for direct relief—reduces it by 
$2,000,000. 

In these two figures, the political nature of the 
bill is fully revealed, It is true that the Social Se- 
curity Commission—on the theory that there will be 
132,000 pensioners by December, 1942—sought an in- 
crease in the old-age funds—10 times as great as 
that recommended by the Appropriations Committée. 
But what is needed here is that oft-promised purg- 
ing of the rolls. Instead of this, the legislators 
probably will vote their token increase. It will be 
no more than that, for, under present conditions, it 
will add precious little to the pensioners’ checks. 

On the other hand, a mere $6,000,000 is provided 
for direct relief. Two years ago, $8,000,000 was set 
aside and proved to be shamelessly inadequate. Those 
in this assistance category are the very neediest of 
the poor. It includes all the unemployables, and 
there is less hope for betterment here because: of a 
boom than in any other classification. Yet where 
$8,000,000 meant weeks of despair and hunger, 
$6,000,000 is now offered for the adequate care of 
these people! 

There is yet another indication of the ¢raven at- 
titudé brought to the framing of this bill. A mere 
$3,000,000 is provided for administrative expenses— | 
$500,000 less than recommended by Gov. Stark and 
$1,500,000 leas than requested by the commission. 

Perhaps more than anything else, it is lack of 
administrative personnel that makes Missouri’s re- 
lief situation a national scandal. Case workers are 
overloaded. Those in need must wait weeks dnd 
weeks for investigation of their applications for 
help. And there never seem to be people and time 
enough available for that old-age pension clean-out. . 

In view of anticipated State revenues and the 
present deplorable condition of the State Treasury, 
drastic economies obviously are in order. A dele- 
gation of taxpayers has called the legislators’ at- 
tention to this. But there is no sense in being 
penny-wise dnd pound-foolish. And that i# the only 
way to describe this administrative cut. 


need for economy and no matter how despicable the 
politicians’ desire to buy votes with pensions, these 
are not the tests of a relief appropriations bill. That 
test is need: man’s responsibility for man, — 

According to those Social Planning Council fig- 
ures, if in this biennium Missouri is to give old- 
age pensioners no more than $18.90 per month, those 
on relief $22 per month, and those caring for de- 
pendent children $32 per month, then an appropria- 
tion of roughly $75,000,000 is necessary. 

It must be remembered that the Federal Govern- 
ment makes very substantial contributions to these 
sums. If, in spite of this, it is true Missouri cannot 
afford so much unless taxes are increased, it is also 


unfulfilled. 

There is only oné answer: ‘Those really in want 
must get bigger grants. The pin-money pensioners 
must be eliminated. 

Even this will eost considerably more than the

At that time,’the Germans were going =; 
Yugoslavia like a tornado. Monday’s AP dispatch 
from Berlin said that Yugoslavia’s whole transport 
and communications system had been fatally dis- 
rupted, that Belgrade and other cities had beén 
raided, and that German troops were advancing 
atéadily along the Yugoslav and Greek fronts. At 
the time the Chicago editor was bogging down the 
blitg with his bare hands and a case of type, the 
Greeks were evacuating the important port of Sa- 
lonika, 

What the Chicago editor evidently relied upon was 
a dispatch from Athens reporting that the Greeks 
were stopping the German invasion, although even 
this dispatch significantly admitted the loss of one 
fort. All governments lie in time. of war, and the 
Greeks were naturally putting the best face possible 
on their effofts. But the German#, in reporting prog- 
ress, could not afford to lie, becduse if they should 
falsely claim a victory, the truth, bound to come 
out, would have a harmful effect on doméstic morale.

States confronts greatly different situation now; does not expect. 
Hitler to attack us immediately if England falls, but finds that 
our system will be endangered; against sending soldiers overseas. 


From a Radio Address by George W. Novris of Nebraska. 


ITLER has publicly proclaimed many 
H times that the German people are sti- 
perior to any other on this éarth; that 
they aré born to rule, and that other na- 


‘tions must bend the knée in obedience to 


them as masters. He has often proclaimed 
this doctrine. 

The worid knows what his ambitions are. 
To be conquered by him is to be subjugated 
into the bondage of human slavery. 

Great Britain alone stands in his ‘way, 
Valiantly, and with a bravery and a cotirage 
never before witnessed in history, shé has 
stood athwart his path defying with courage 
and fidelity the most inhuman monster of 
the ages. Hitler makes no secret of his am- 
bition. -He does not claim that even if he 
conquers England he will cease in what he 
believes will be his triumphant march to 
subdue the entire world. 

He now has practically all of Europe under 
hig control. If England goes down, as soon 
as he is able he will march on and attempt 
to conquer other nations. 

Under these circumstances, is it any won 
der that practically all our people are unit- 
ed in the cry that we must help England all 
we can? 

Can anyone deny that we are interested 
in the result of that fight now going on 
over in Bngland? Can anyone with a heart, 
can any father who has little children or 
any mother with a babe at her breast, not 
feel a sensé of hofror at the picture, or that 
it is our duty to assist, if possible? 

I am not one of those whod believes that if 
England falls Hitler will make war upon 
us within 90 days. It seems to me tunréason- 
able—so unreasonable that it will not be at- 
tempted.

gets is nothing to the barrage of 
samples and “literature” to which 
the dentist is subjected, Dr. Ken- 
neth Easlick of the University of 


“Consumer education” for par- 


ents is a major phase of the 


dentist’s job on the first ‘visit of 
a pre-school ‘child, said Dr. EBas- 
lick, who directs the School. of 
Dentistry Children’s Clinic at Ann 
Arbor. Anothér major phase, 
more important than any dental 
operation and advisable before a 
later appointment, is some prog- 
ress toward understanding and 
co-operation, he continued. 


“On the basis of size, experience, 


or maturity,” remarked Dr. Eas- 
lick, “one may wonder, why does 
a grown-up dentist fear a 3-yéar- 
old patient? Why does he hide be- 
hind a mustache, a white coat or 
the cold professional demeanor 
that. he acquired during four long 
years in a dental school? Why 
does he fail to render adequate 
‘Service for a pre-school patient?” 
“Babies Are Human Beings.” 
“A Northwestern University pedi- 
atrician and his wife wrote an en- 
tire book, as recently as 1938, to 
remind physicians that babies are 
human beings. In the: March issue 
of the Scientific Monthly an an- 


thropologist points out that a hu- 
man infant looks at a light shortly 


after birth, reacts to sounds witb-. 


in a few days after birth, has a 
well-developed sense of taste, and 
has learned to suckle and to move 
his extremities even before birth. 

“Many of us have been adults 
so long that we may have forgot- 
ten how well prepared we felt to 
manage our own destiny at 3 years. 
In realtity a well-reared 3-year-old 
should be a well-socialized human 
being, one whose biggest job and 
interest in life is to grow into an 
adult, and thereby escape adult 
domination.” | 

On the first visit, daid Dr. Eas- 
lick, the pre-schooi patient “brings 
a profound curiosity and a vast in- 
experience.” The dentist can de- 
velop a technique to deal with the 
curiosity on the patient’s level of 
experience: “The dentist's cue is 
to supply experience in the same 
spirit of co-operation, understand- 
ing and consideration as is shown 
to adult patients.” 

Physiology Has Limits. 

The mother may require some 
of that at the time, he added, for 
she may have tried and failed to 
keep her child’s teeth from decay- 
ing “with a regular, adequate, forti- 
fied diet,” and she may be dis- 
pleased by it. “Possibly dentists 
have listened too long to the same 
sources of information as parents 
—the radio, the magazine, the drug 
store window and free samples— 
and have forgotten, in so doing, 
that human physiology has definite 
limits in the possibilities of its ex- 
ploitation,” he commented. 

Citing pamphlets from a pharma- 
ceutical firm, pronouncements by 
an alumni foundation, visits of re- 
tail dairymen and samples of a 
vitamin and mineral fortified food, 
all to convince dentists that some 
vehicle of vitamin D prevents tooth 
decay, he related, “patriotically 
dressed maidens call at dental of- 
fices to leave samples of a chew- 
ing gum which will exercise teeth, 
mechanically scrub them and pre- 
vent tooth decay. 


“A practicing dentist maintains’ 


publicly that nagging parents up- 
set children emotionally and cause 
their ‘teeth to decay. The head of 
a university department of neu- 
rology in a state university reports, 
on the contrary, that no evidence 


is available to indicate that emo- | 


tional upsets or psychoneuroses 
cause an increase in dental caries. 
Eventually, dentists begin to won- 


‘der whose samples should be given 


out to patierfts, and if, perhaps, all 
should ‘not be thrown away.” 


Cites Advertisements. 


Citing evidence against the idea 
that the enamel, once the’ teeth 
erupt, may be built up or re- 
sorbed by nutritional tricks,. and 
for “great-grandmother’s/ notion” 
that sweets actually do contribute 
to tooth decay, he passed on to. 
parents “who believe with convic- 
tion that they need a special film- 
removing toothpaste; also that ‘four 
out of five’ will have gingivitis 
and that a toothpaste will prevent 
it; that dentists prefer and use 
powder; that a dentifrice will pre- 
vent bad breath and its resultant 
social inferiority, or that a denti- 
frice will remove tobacco stains,

Her Cure as Nancy Bakewell, 
Cited as Miracle in Canoniz- 
ing Mme. Barat, 


Mrs, Nanc# Bakewell Munroe, 
whose cure from a hip\ disease 
when she was a young gi 


one of the miracles on which the 
canonization of Madame Made- 
leine Sophie Barrat, founder of the 
Sacred Heart Order, was based, 


died yesterday of a heart attack 
in Chicago. She was 85 years old. 

She wag the widow of Otis M. 
Munroe, former president of the 
Jefferson County Bank at De Soto, 
Mo., who died in 1915. She had 
lived at De Soto until'a short time 
ago, when she moved to Chicagé 
to live with a son, Robert B, Mun- 
roe. 
She told the story of. how she 
was healed as a child to the 
Post-Dispatch in 1925, when the 
canonization of Mme, Barat took 
place in Rome. Mrs. Munroe had 
gone to Rome in 1908 to attend the 
beatification ceremonies for Mme. 
Barat, a step leading to the can- 
onization. 

Cured in 1866. 

The cure took place in 1866 when 
Mrs. Munroe was 11 years old. “It 
was the year after I had made my 
first communion,” she _ related 
years later. “We were living on 
Dillon street, near Chouteau ave- 
nue. There had been a family re- 
union and I had played and danced 
with my cousins. : 

“Then the disease came. We did 
not know what ca it. I had 
suffered no injury' that I was 
aware of. My mother first no- 
ticed I was walking on my toes 
in a peculiar manner. Then there 
was a pain in my right knee. The 
doctors said it was coxalgia, in 
which the hip bone was dislocated 
from the socket. They could offer 
no hope of a cure. The best that 
they could do was to provide me 
with an apparatus to hold my leg 
rigid.” 

When Mrs. Munroe’s mother 
went to the Sacred Heart Convent 
to ask the sisters to pray for her 
young daughter, the sisters offered 
her a relic of Mme. Barat. It was 
a small piece of flannel from one 
of Mme. Barat’s garments. 

Tells Mother of Miracle. 

“Mother bound it over my knee 
where the pain was greatest,” Mrs. 
Munroe related, “and she and I 
and my little brother prayed, ask- 
ing the intercession of Mother 
Barat. That night I was able to 
turn over in bed. And the next 
morning I cried, ‘Mother, I’m 
cured,’ ” f 

The following day two doctors 
brought the apparatus which the 
young girl was to wear on her 
knee and hip, but Mrs. Munroe 
never used it. In 1884 a nun came 
to St. Louis from France to seek 
evidence in support of the beatifi- 
cation of Mother Barat and visited 
the Bakewells. Four years later 
Mrs. Munroe testified at an eccle- 
siastical court and told of her 
cure. 

Mrs, Munroe’s father wag Judge 
Robert Armytage Bakewell, one of 
the original Judges of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals. Her mother was 
Nancy de Laureal, daughter of a 
French planter from the West In- 
dies. 

Surviving are four sons, Robert 
B. Munroe of Chicago, William O. 
of Philadelphia, George B. of Kirk- 
wood, and Edward L. of St. Louis; 
and two daughters, Mrs. John L. 
Boland of Kirkwood and Mrs. 
Harry E. Miller of Festus. The 
funeral will be held at her home 
in: De Soto at a time to be an- 
nounced later.

The Monument. 


HE first notable thing about 

Knudsen ig that his exterior, 

his personal style, his manner 
of speech, are all vastly impres- 
sive. He looks like an amiable 
granite monument, rather larger 
than human size, come suddenly 
to life. He moves with a special 
homely dignity. As performed by 
him, even his celebrated low bow 
from the waist, which would seem 
a piece of obsequiousness in an- 
other man, is a simple, natural rec- 
ognition of the independence of 
one human personality by another 
human personality. As for his 
manner of speech, it is the main 
foundation of the Knudsen legend. 

Does a subordinate officiously 
report to him the talk of his de- 
tractors? He answers, “Never listen 
to barking rabbits.” Does a news- 
paper man speculate too searching- 
ly on his position in the adminis- 
tration? He remarks, “You remind 
me of my friend Sven Hedin, the 
explorer, who takes a dinosaur’s 
toe and builds a whole beast out 
of it.” Does a colleague accept too 
slavishly the verdict of the experts? 
“Oh, experts,” he says, “are only 
mechanics away from home.” Or 
does a bewildered henchman ask 
the nature of his job in a difficult 
situation? “Why,” replies Knudsen, 
“everybody needs to cry on some- 
one’s shoulder. You've got the 
shoulder.” 

But the question now being 
asked about Knudsen is whether 
this wonderfully effective facade 
is merely a false front, behind 
which there lurks a man of no 
great attainments or powers of de- 
cision. The answer would seem 
to be that Knudsen is not as much 
of a fellow as was first supposed, 
but far more of a fellow than some 
of the foolish wiseacres would have 
you believe. 


“This Is Knudsen.” 


HE second notable thing about 
T nim, after his exterior, is his 

remarkable ability in his own 
field. He came to Washington as 
a production man. He is still just 
that. Given the requirements and 
the powers needed to fulfill them, 
he can get the job done. 

To be sure, he has certain de- 
fects as an organizer, which are 
perhaps inherent in his character 
of straight production man. He 
loathes paper work. His way of 
doing business is to pick up a tele- 
phone, call the man he needs, an- 
nounce simply, “This is Knudsen 
of the Defense Commission,” and 
ask for what he wants. He will 
not have his telephone conversa- 
tions recorded. He insists on doing 
such writing as he is forced to do 
in long-hand, on large sheets of 
yellow foolscap, where he might 
save time by dictation. And de- 
spite the importance of his task 
and the immensity of his organiza- 
tion, he will not even imitate the 


ously amazing 

work with him. Time and again, 
they have seen him, pore over 
figures authoritatively presented 
to him, have heard him mumble 
to himself, “These figures say so 
but I don’t feel just right about 
them,” and have seen him rather 
than the figures proved correct in 
the end. Even his sharpest critics 
grant his power as a production 
man—which is partly founded on 
his instinct, partly on his know- 
how, and partly on a certain easy 
forcefulness in matters he under- 
stands. 


The Desperate Need. 

HE third notable fact about 

Knudsen is what explains why 

he has lately been cried down, 
even in circles that would normal- 
ly be friendly. It is his sense of 
the existence of a hierarchy, an or- 
derly pyramid of authority, which 
he probably derives from his Dan- 
ish youth. In the General Motors 
company, while charged with enor- 
mous tasks, he was always quietly 
obedient to the board of directors 
and its chairman, Alfred P. Sloan. 
Here in Washington, he is always 
quietly obedient to the President. 
He will not go to the President 
with a problem. The President 
must send for him. He will not 
bother the President for authority. 
The President must give it to him. 
He will not insist on a necessary 
change of program. The President 
must see the necessity first and 
suggest the change on his own mo- 
tion. 

Thus, Washington being what it 
is, and the President being the 
Kind of administrator he is, Knud- 
sen has too often been like a rud- 
derless ship. He has the ability 
to do the job. But his ability only 
comes into full play when someone 
else points the direction, decides 
on the broad methods, and names 
the time by which the objective 
must he reached. Here again, in 
fact, is proof of the desperate need 
for some agency or group of men 
to supplement the President in de- 
ciding major war strategy. For 
Knudsen’s inadequacies have large- 
ly arisen from the failure to settle 
such vital questions of major war 
strategy as the exact scope of 
preparation, the appropriate degree 
of consumer sacrifice, and the time- 
limits of production. If these were 
clearly settled, a redoubled produc- 
tion effort would be easy.

The most 
elaborate is one in which he walks 
around the sawdust ring hauling a 
three-foot long box on wheels, On 
the side of the box facing the 
audience Harry has printed in big 
letters “IN” at one end and “Out” 
at the other. At the “In” end he

When the umbrella col- 
lapses, the audience discovers that 
the ball has been hanging from a 
string and Harry pretends to be 
unaware that the umbrella has col- 
lapsed and given away his trick. 

Swoose and Alexander, Harry's 
two pet ducks, are just ordinary 
members of the Pekin family and 
came originally from the poultry 
market. Swoose is the baby, five 
months old, but Alexander has 
been with Harry a year. 

“Tt’s no trick to train ducks,” 
Harry insists. “The main thing is 
to be kind to them, Ducks are 
affectionate by nature and like to 
be petted. They'll do anything for 
you if they love you.” . 

Not. long ago Swoose and Alexan- 
der created such a commotion in 
the Dann backyard duckpen that 
Harry’s mother transferred them 
to the apartment bathtub. 

“People tell me I'm crazy,” Mrs.

De- 
clarer inight have made the iden- 
tical play with the ace and two 
hearts, hoping for a third-round 
ruff in the dummy. If that were 
the situation, it would be impera- 
tive to take out dummy’s trumps. 
West remembered declarer’s jump 
rebid in spades and considered it 
likely that his own ace was the 
only spade trick declarer was miss- 
ing; therefore he laid down the 
ace and continued with a second 
round. 

Declarer’s difficulties now were 
over. He drew the adverse trumps 
and established dummy’s diamonds, 
losing only one diamond, one heart 
and one spade. 

Although West’s diagnosis of the 
situation was not as keen as it 
might have been (had ‘Weclarer 
really held the A-10-x of hearts, 
his best chance for a heart ruff 
“would have been to allow the heart 
king to hold the first trick), I 
strongly suspect that declarer’s 
trap would have succeedéd against 
most players,

The abbreviation was the boris 
liant idea of a cable dispatcne 
telegrapher or journalist who, * 
sending accounts of the exploits 
of the British Empire forces ig 
effecting a landing in the Ga. 
lipoli Peninsula ,on April 25, 1915 
during the last World War, for 
short, took the first letter of each 
word composing the official titis 
of the brigades involves and got 
Anzac. 


“Anzac,” therefore, is correctly 
used in reference to mixed groups 
of Autsralian and New 
soldiers, not when applied to ong 
or the other alone, 
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
